And here is just where lies the difficulty. 
Most women buy their dresses without any 
reference to their bonnet* ; their bonnets 
without regard to cloaks shawls or man- 
tles; and their gloves and ribbons, at o<'d 
times, without any thought or care at all. 
The chances are, therefore, that the greater 
the variety of color allowed, the more 
numerous the incongruities in costume and 
the more flagrant the breaches of good taste. 

The second rate way in which American 
women obtain their fashions renders them 
particularly liable to be imposed upon. 

French and English fashion-journalists 
are naturally anxious to eeine any oppor- 
tunity for the discovery and announcement 
of a novelty; and so it frequently happens 
that a daring innovation introduced ur-on 
n Parisian race course and an English 
archery-ground, or a grotesque style ap- 
plauded for once duriug the freedom of a 
royal pleasure- party, is announced here as 
regularly authorized l>y the highest stand- 
ards of fashion and eagerly adopted by 
young girls and foolish women, who willing- 
ly sacrifice good taste and propriety on the 
shrine of the fickle god doss. 

Such persons can be recognized instantly. 
They always represent the lent fashion- 
plate. Their bonnets are either three 
atoriea, or the brim is bent so low over the 
front as to conceal their narrow foreheads, 
and short pug noses, borne limes they figure 
in a robe which sweeps the pavement, and 
anon their dresses are lilted nearly to the 
knee, over vandyked akiris, while high 
ad a small apology for a hot sur- 
itirg a mees of hair lying low on the 
neck and decorated by a "war-eagle" plume, 
divide their apparent pretensions between 
those of figurante and a vivandiere. 

The point of these remarks is eimyly this, 
that it is very necessary to distinguish in 
fashion between what is suitable for every 
day and habitual costumes and what may 
be excused and even admired, m excep- 
tional, but would be ridicule! if worn all 
the tins*. Very few women in this country 
can afford to display these expensive ca- 
prices; and those who cannot should be 
careful not to indulge in any exaggerations 
or in any styles which do not eome strictly 
within the boundary of lady-like ta*te. 

The "coat, whioh was introduced with 
auch a flourish of trumpets, has failed sig- 
nally. A good many are aaid to have been 
made and sold; but when, where, how, or 
to whom, is a problem more difficult to solve 
than any in Euclid; for none are ever 
aeen.

Fur cloaks are not made, excepting to 
order, and they are not likely to be worn 
to any extent.

Col- 
larettes are quite as large, aud generally 
round, although a few are made with a 
point at the back. They seem to have quite 
taken the place of the victortne, and also of 
the half-cope, which is only ad he rod to by 
those who regard their comfort more than 
fashion. 

In Paris, the muffs for the present month 
are made of quilled satin, with velvet, 
swansdown, or grebe borders, or a simpler 
kind still consists of plush made to match 
the plush cloaks. As the cold season ad- 
vances, sable muffs will take tho lead, and 
black velvet will be worn, bordered with 
chinchilla. 

Ladies who wear the lining of their muffs 
out every season, by cramming them with

A scarlet or blue bodice is very striking 
with a white dress, for very young ladies; 
but the most useful are composed of black 
ribbed silk, handaomely embroidered, and 
trimmed with lace.

Tartan plaids and other heavy materials 
are in great demand for street and house 
dresses, because they do not require to be 
lined throughout — a very heavy item of ex- 
pense now-a-days, when linings cost more 
than very nice dress patterns did formerly 
The bright eo ors of the plaids, loo, which 
arc so repulsive in summer, grow attractive 
as the cold aeason advances, and lend a 
cheerful warmth and coloring to the bleak, 
cheerless atmosphere.

The English winsey for linsey-woolsey, 
ss it is usually cslled i is the beet nod most 
durable material tor walking-dresses. 
There ore two kinds of lineey woolaey, 
however; one quite new this season, and 
made by the French, of French merino-wool 
and silk— this is often called poplin; the other 
is manufactured by the English of a mixture 
of thread and wool, and is less elegant in 
appearauoe, though— we should imagine- 
much more serviceable. This class of serges 
and winsey s, which bring in England ons 
and six pence to two shillings a yard, sell 
here for a dollar and a half to two dollars 
a yard, and are ouly to be obtained at a 
few leading houses. 

The French wineeys are made up in Paris 
in very novel style. The front and bock of 
the body is plain, to accommodate the wide 
belt, which is fastened with a large buckle 
both front and back, but from the side- 
seams bsfques descend upon the skirt, aud 
the waist-band passes under these instead 
of over them. 

A most extravagant fashion has also 
been revived abroad — that of trimming and 
opening the dresses at the back of the entire 
length of the skirt ; this compels the wear- 
ing of underskirts as elegant as the drees 
1 he latest designs in colored underskirts, 
both of silk and wool, are very beautiful 
and elaborate however— quite too handsome 
not to be displayed in some way. The most 
elegant are made of black swawoj wim a 
double border of velvet, vandyked, and 
stitched on with white silk in chain-stitch. 
Above this border, the skirt is beautifnlly 
quilted in a diamond or other pattern with 
white silk. 

IStriped petticoats are no longer in 
vogue, and they can, therefore, be bougl.t 
comparatively cheap. The recent designs 
are from oriential models, and are executed 
in eilk; the only difficulty is that they are 
quite loo handsome and expensive to lie 
made vulgarly useful. 

The new winter-nets in which the "water- 
fall' is inclosed are verv pretty. They ore, 
of course, small ; ar-.i the "invisible foun- 
dation is co-.ered with small coral, gold, 
or cryste^ beads.

A great variety of lace head-dresses are 
worn, aome terminating in long lappets 
and barbe like ends, which cross at the 
back, and descend low upon the shoulder, 
others forming simply a square of guipure, 
which is ornamented with coral velvet and 
mother-of pearl or diamond ornaments in 
front, aud loops and long ends of 
vet at the bsck. 
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
